More from F.C.C. 


In recent months the Com- 
mission has permitted several 
repeater stations to operate in 
an ‘“‘automatically controlled” 
mode under special temporary 
authorizations designed to test 
the feasibility of the concept. 
When a repeater is operated in 
this mode, the control operator 
need not necessarily be at a 
control point at all times. 
Ground rules for this type of 
operation are proposed in a new 
Section 97.111 (g). Briefly, they 
are: 

1. Devices and _ procedures 
must have been implemented 
which ensure proper operation 
without a control operator being 
continuously on duty. 

2. All communication must 
be monitored by the control 
operator either in real time or 
by review within 72 hours. If a 
violation is detected, steps must 


be taken to prevent a 
recurrence. 

3. All transmissions must be 
recorded and preserved for at 
least 30 days, and must be made 
available to the Commission 
upon request. 

4. The names of the licensee 
and control operators, and 
information on how they may be 
contacted if the need should 
arise, must be filed with the 
District Engineer-in-Charge, 
and must be updated each year 
or whenever there is a change. 

5. If improper operation 
comes to the attention of the 
Commission, the licensee will 
be notified that automatically 
controlled operation must be 
suspended until the Commission 
has been notified of the steps 
taken to prevent a recurrence.

RADIO AMATEURS AREN’T SO BAD! 


Relations between service technicians and amateur radio 
operators are frequently far from cordial. Hams receive the blame 
for all kinds of radio and TV interference problems, and the word 
‘“amateur’’ is often taken to mean ‘“‘careless’’ or ‘‘incompetent.”’ 
Contrary to the views of more than a few owners of radio-TV sales 
and service shops, the radio amateur is not just a kid playing 
around with a toy about which he knows little. Many hams have 
investments which equal or surpass those in many commercial 
shops, and they have technical knowledge and experience which 
often rival those of many shop owners and technicians. There is no 
reason why the electronic serviceman and the amateur can’t be 
friends, and there are some good reasons why they should be. 

During many years as a traveling salesman for wholesale 
distributors of radio and TV equipment, it was more or less in- 
cumbent on me to make suggestions to my customers that could 
conceivably increase their own sales possibilities. Since I was a 
radio amateur, it occurred to me that here was a field which the 
owners of radio-TV sales and service shops had more or less 
neglected. Many of them seemed to have adopted the attitude that 
the radio ham was just a nuisance who caused snow or wiggles on 
the customers’ screens. 

A few dealers, however, approached what the others considered 
to be a problem from a different angle. Instead of simply blaming 
their interference problems on the ‘‘—— radio ham next door,” 
they took a more realistic viewpoint. Where the source of in- 
terference with either radio or TV reception appeared to boil down 
to a neighboring amateur radio station, these dealers first ap- 
proached the amateur and, in an amiable mood, discussed the 
situation with him. In the majority of cases, cooperation was im- 
mediately forthcoming. The amateur was not at all anxious to be 
guilty of interfering with his neighbor’s radio or TV reception. 

When the interference difficulties began to take on alarming 
proportions, amateurs, dealers, and manufacturers of radio and 
TV receivers worked out a method whereby all concerned were 


satisfied. Manufacturers of TV equipment, for example, 
cooperated to the extent of changing the intermediate frequencies 
of their equipment to avoid pickup from near-by amateur radio 
stations. Many others supplied their retail dealers with filter 
systems which were installed on the customers’ set; the 
manufacturer and the dealer cooperatively absorbed the small cost 
involved. Where this was not effective, the amateur radio en- 
thusiast himself, when shown that HIS equipment was at fault, 
spent the few dollars necessary to modify his own apparatus to 
eliminate the annoyance. In many instances, particularly in 
localities having amateur radio clubs, ‘‘interference committees”’ 
assisted the individual amateur in locating the source of trouble. 
True, malicious or repeated interference did, at one time, con- 
stitute enough of a problem to warrant the setting up of strict 
regulations by the Federal Communications Commission. Such 
regulations, carrying rather severe penalties for offenders, are still 
very much in existence. Fortunately, through the cooperation of 
the amateur-radio fraternity as a whole, instances of flagrant 
violations have become quite rare even though the growth of 
amateur radio activity has become almost phenomenal in recent 

years. Thus the amateur isn’t so bad after all.

THE 420 
THREAT 


The threat to the amateur 420- 
450 MHz band posed by the 
emergency medical radio 
service proposals in Docket 
19880 has been overcome. 
During the rulemaking 
proceeding, ARRL filed a 
strong opposition to use of three 
449 MHz frequencies for 
medical radio paging. 

An FCC News release dated 
July 8 announces creation of the 
Medical Services category in 
the Special Emergency Radio 
Services but with all of the new 
frequencies being allocated 
coming from the existing 
mobile radio services blocks. 
The new category of service 
becomes effective August 15, 
1974. (ARRL OB 491.)

definitions of local and remote 
control. The automatic control 
option would be available to 
repeaters licensed for either 
type of control. 

The NRPM relating to 
crossbanding is based on the 
ARRL petition (RM-2327) filed 
March 4. In fact, the proposed 
rules are more liberal than we 
asked for; they would not 
prohibit the simultaneous 
retransmission of the same 
signal on more than one 
repeater band. For example, it 
would be permissible for a 
repeater with an input on 442 
MHz to retransmit that signal 
on 146 and 447 MHz at the same 
time. 

In the same action, the 
Commission proposes to add a 
new Section 97.126 on prohibited 
practices to make it clear that 
only repeater stations, 
auxiliary link stations, and 
remotely controlled stations 
used in a system with aux links 
may automatically retransmit 
signals of other amateur 
stations, the last being per- 
mitted to retransmit only the 
signals of its associated aux 
links. This is not a change per 
se, but simply an effort to head 
off ‘‘wishful interpretations” 
which come to the Com- 
mission’s attention from time to 
time. 

The third Notice proposes to 
codify the procedure for ob- 
taining special-events com- 
memorative call signs in the 
amateur service. A new type of 
station, known as a ‘‘com- 
memorative station,’’ would be 
established, authorization for 
which normally would not 
exceed 30 days. The usual $9 
filing fee would apply except 
when a specific call sign was 
requested, in which case the 
additional $25 special fee also 
would be charged. (Com- 
memorative stations would be 
licensed only to Advanced and 
Extra Class licensees.

FCC APPENDIX — LOGS 


97.103 of Chapter I of Title 47 of 
the Code of Federal Regulation 
is amended to read as follows: 
97.103 Station log requirements 

An accurate legible account 
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of station operation shall be 
entered into a log for each 
amateur radio station. The 
following items shall be entered 
as a minimum: 

(a) The call sign of the 
station, the signature of the 
station licensee, or a photocopy 
of the station license. (b) The 
locations and dates upon which 
fixed operation of the station 
was initiated and terminated. If 
applicable, the location and 
dates upon which portable 
operation was initiated and 
terminated at each location. 

(1) The date and time periods 
the duty control operator for the 
station was other than the 
station licensee, and the 
signature and primary station 
call sign of that duty control 
operator. 

(2) A notation of third party 
traffic sent or received, in- 
cluding names of all third 
parties, and a brief description 
of the traffic content. This entry 
may be in a form other than 
written, but one which can be 
readily transcribed by the 
licensee into written form. 

(3) Upon direction of the 
Commission, additional in- 
formation as directed shall be 
recorded in the station log.

A point came up at the recent 
MARS meeting at Perry, 
Georgia, that bears some 
comment. Our present 
headquarters policy is to 
consider only those who submit 
arequest for appointment for 
key volunteer positions. In the 
past, it was policy to write a 
member and tell him he was 
being considered for one of the 
positions requiring appointment 
by HQTRS. He was then asked if 
he would take such an ap- 
pointment if it were tendered 
him. 

I am not taking a stand for 
this method as opposed to the 
present one, however, it does 
have merit. If the member 
asked were not sure he was 
thought enough of by the

job. He would also be bolstered 
by the fact that he could 
probably count on all the help 
necessary to make the tran- 
sition a smooth one. An un- 
popular appointee might not get 
these benefits. I don’t feel any 


State or program is strong 
enough to survive successfully 
under someone not capable of 
doing a proper job, yet having 
the ego to think he can do the 
job. Under the present policy, 
he could be the only one con- 
sidered for the job. 

It’s only once in a while I get 
to pat someone on the back. In 
this case it wasn’t any MARS 
members, rather it was the Air 
Force.

MORE FCC ACTIONS 


FCC has taken two actions 


PROPOSED RACES 
CHANGES 


New simplified rules have 
been proposed by FCC for the 
Radio Amateur Civil 
Emergency Service in Docket 
19723. The proposed rules would 
permit any amateur operator of 
any class to use his station in 
RACES if registered in and by 
the local civil defense unit. In 
addition, a RACES station 
license would be made 
available to local, regional or 
state CD organizations but only 
licensed amateurs would be 
permitted to act as control 
operators. 

Ordinarily all authorized 
amateur frequencies could be 
used on an equal basis with 
other amateur activities, but in 
the event of war emergency 
only certain specified 
frequencies would remain 
available. Drills would be 
limited to one hour per week. 

RACES stations could not be 

‘used for ordinary amateur 
work, but could also be licensed 
as club stations to amateur 
trustees for casual operation. 
Comments may be filed until 
September 25, reply comments 
until October 10. Full details 
will be in August QST. (ARRL 
OB 487..) 


affecting the amateur service. 
A Notice of Proposed Rule 
Making, Docket 20092, proposes 
sweeping changes in call sign 
availability. An Extra Class 
licensee would be eligible for 
any specific available call upon 
payment of the special call sign 
fee. Only one two-letter call 
would be assigned an in- 
dividual. The 25-year 
requirement would be dropped 
and in memoriam club calls 
would no longer be available. 

Comment date October 9, 
replies by October 24. A 
separate Order greatly reduces 
logging requirements. Effective 
July 10, only the location and 
dates of any operation except 
mobile, signatures of visiting 
control operators, and_ third- 
party traffic need be logged. 
Section 97.111(f) related to 
repeaters remains unchanged. 
A provision that the Com- 
mission may require a given 
station to log additional in- 
formation as_ considered 
necessary is included in the new 
rules. (ARRL OB 489.)

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F.C.C. BRIEFS ARRL 
OFFICIALS ON 
POTENTIAL 
RESTRUCTURING 
OF THE OPERATOR 
LICENSE CLASSES 
IN THE 
AMATEUR RADIO 
SERVICE

As you may know, I am 
currently serving as Chairman 
of the ARRL Board’s Legal and 
Regulatory Committee. 
Recently my Committee, along 
with other ARRL Direcotrs, had 
the opportunity to meet in 
Washington with top F.C.C. 
officials. We were welcomed by 
the newly installed Commission 
Chairman, Richard Wiley. One 
of the highlights of the day-long 
session was a briefing on 
possible restructuring of the 
operator license classes. 

Rumors of such a move by the 
F.C.C. have been flying around 
for months so we welcomed a 
chance to hear some concrete 
proposals straight from the 
source. Here’s the situation. 
The Amateur and Citizen’s 
Division (Proses’ bunch) does 
have under study a rather 
sweeping revision. This is not 
yet a Notice of Proposed Rule 
Making or even a Notice of 
Inquiry for two reasons. First of 
all, they aren’t yet sure exactly 
what they want to propose and 
secondly they don’t have the 
necessary approvals of other 
offices and bureaus within the 
FeCiC: 

Nevertheless, here is what 
they currently have in mind: 
Having a two-track system. 
That is, one set of licenses for 
HF privileges and a separate 
set for VHF-UHF privileges. 
The HF track might consist of: 
Novice, General, Advanced. All 
pretty much just as they are 
now. The VHF track might 
consist of Communicator, 
Technician, Experimenter. The 
Communicator would be the 
“VHF novice’’ and might not

require any cw exam! The 
Technician would be just about 
as now, the Experimenter 
would be the equivalent of the 
Advanced but would have an 
exam more in keeping with VH- 
F theory and practice. The 
capstone license would be the 
EXPERT (Extra) and would be 
automatic on passing 20 wpm 
cw if you also held the Ad- 
vanced and Experimenter. 

Fine, you might say, for 
newcomers. But, how would all 
this effect me, an already 
licensed amateur. Well, it 
seems to me that it couldn’t 
possibly work at all unless there 
was wholesale grandfathering 
of privileges for presently 
licensed hams. Grandfathering 
might take this form: 
Present license 

Present License 

Extra 
Advanced 
General 
Technician 
Novice 
Automatically issued new 
license without examination 
Expert 
Advanced + Experimenter 
General + Technician 
Technician + Novice 
Novice + Communicator 

In other words, unless you 
had an Extra, you would need 
two licenses to have both HF 
and VHF privileges. I expect 
that amateurs would be 
grandfathered to the new 
classes so that today’s hams 
would get their second license 
automatically. New, beginning 
hams would have to take two 
sets of test though if they 
wanted to have privileges in 
both portions of the spectrum. 
Something to think about, huh? 

Please don’t jump to the 
conclusion that the proposal will 
come out just like this, it may 
turn out quite differently. Also 
note that this is an F.C.C. 
proposal not an ARRL one. So 
far, ARRL does not have an 
official position on the question.

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| INDOOR GARAGE ANTENNA 


By G. Samkofsky, K4HRU (ex W2YSF) 

We moved to Oralndo in March of 1972. As I was now the proud 
possessor of a fine home with plenty of antenna space, I ordered a 
multi-band beam along with the ‘‘fixins’? and envisaged the 
rotating array which I had never been able to have from the old 
QTH in Brooklyn. 

However, it does take some work to assemble the beam and get 
the tower up. In order to meet some new friends in Orlando on 20 
meters, I decided to ‘‘throw together” a temporary 20 meter dipole 
in the ham shack which is located in our two car garage. The dipole 
was bent into the shape of a narrow ‘‘V”’ as even the wide garage 
cannot hold the 33 foot dipole in a straight line. As the antenna was 
to be used for only a short while, I simply dropped the far ends of 
the dipole across two cartons each about four feet high. 

When I called my first CQ, I really felt foolish. After all, the wire 
was only four feet off the ground at the far ends and only 7 feet high 
at the center insulator. Too, the garage is in back of a large 
aluminum screen-porch which was broadside North, the side which 
the V was favoring. My power was 250 watts DC. I had no idea what 
my S.W.R. was. I simply had to try some hamming that day. To my 
surprise, my first CQ was answered by a station in El Salvador who 
gave mea 5-9report! OK, I thought. . . it was only a lucky strike! 
It could never happen again. But my next CQ brought me a station 
in Italy who gave me a 5-8 report! Careful not to move the wires, I 
continued to operate the station for the next week with the same 
hay-wire dipole. . . by the end of the week I had made contact with 
numerous countries and many states. By all therules, this antenna 
should not have been much use for more than local contacts, but 
here I was ‘“‘hooking them like a QUAD.” 

I then decided to make the antenna a permanent fixture. I raised 
the far ends of the dipole to about 5’ simply hooking the ends to 
metal loops screwed into the wall. 

To date after 22 months of operation, I have worked into such 
exotic lands as: VK, ZL, CR6, UA, plus numerous European, South 
American and others. It has been suggested that our home is 
located on an underground river which acts as a natural reflector. 
While not to be compared to a true rotating array, we have been 
able to compare favorable with local hams using said arrays. Best 
of all, the weather and wind cannot touch the antenna, it is not 
visible to neighbors, the cost is less than $2.00. We hope to reach 
DXCC with the indoor antenna . . . then we will put up the long- 
waiting beam and see if we had actually lost out by not doing so 
earlier. For older hams not able to climb towers, poles, this 
represents an easy means of having a station function.

The following facts and 
figures were gleamed from 
SASA Report TR R-342 on a 
proposed _ satellite-controlled 
global navigation- 
communication system. These 
figures apply only to the North 
and South Atlantic Oceans 
areas: 

(1) The present 50-75 nautical 
mile lateral spacing between 
aircraft flying over the North 
Atlantic will be reduced to 30-45 
by 1980, due to the increased 
number of flights that will exist. 

(2) The present 100,000 flights 
per year over the North Atlantic 
will increase to 239,000 (149,000 
subsonic and 90,000 supersonic) 
by 1980. 

(3) The 408-pound satellite
